88. (Currently Amended) A snowplow blade mount assembly mountable on a vehicle 
comprising a frame mount assembly, a support assembly, and a plow mount assembly, said frame 
mount assembly designed to be substantially non-detachably mountable to a frame at a front end of 
the vehicle without connection to a front bumper of the vehicle, said support mount assembly 
designed to at least partially support a lift mount assembly devised to at least partially lift at least 
a portion of said plow mount assembly, said plow mount assembly including a frame structure 
designed to be connected to a snowplow blade at one end and said support mount assembly at 
another end, said frame mount assembly positioned substantially below a bottom level of the front 
bumper, and behind a front surface of the front bumper , and substantially fully positioned und e r the 
front end of the v e hicle when mounted to the vehicle , said support assembly detachably connected 
to a connection arrangement of said frame mount assembly, said connection arrangement at least 
partially positioned below the bottom level of the front bumper and substantially position e d und e r 
t h e front e nd of the vehicle when said frame mount assembly is mounted to said vehicle, said 
connection arrangement fully securing said support assembly to said frame mount assembly, said 
connection arrangement including a plurality of connectors, at least two of said connectors 
connecting said support assembly to said frame mount assembly, said connection arrangement 
including at least one engagement arrangement that receives at least a part of a front portion of said 
support assembly and at least partially limits movement of said support assembly relative to said 
fame frame mount assembly when said support assembly is secured by said connection arrangement, 
at least one of said connectors is spaced forwardly from said engagement arrangement, said plow ' 



mount assembly pivotally c o nnected connectable to said support assembly and spaced forwardly 
from said frame mount assembly when said support assembly is connected to said frame mount 
assembly and said fr ame mount assembly is conn e cted to said support assembly , said plow mount 
assembly detachablv connectable to said support assembly to enable said plow mount assembly to 
be disengaged from the vehicle without having to partially or fully disconnect said support assembly 
from said frame mount assembly . 

89. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 88, wherein said at least one 
engagement arrangement of said connection arrangement designed to at least partially telescopically 
receive at least a portion of said support assembly. 

90. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 88, wherein a portion of said 
at least one engagement arrangement includes an angular lip to guide at least a portion of said 
support assembly when connecting said support assembly to said frame mount assembly. 

9 1 . (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 89, wherein a portion of said 
at least one engagement arrangement includes an angular lip to guide at least a portion of said 
support assembly when connecting said support assembly to said frame mount assembly. 

92. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 88, wherein said connection 
arrangement includes first and second connectors to at least partially secure said support assembly 
to said frame mount assembly, said first connect o r at least partially posi t ioned in said a t leas t one 
engagemen t arrangem e nt said and second conn e ctor connectors spaced from said at least one 
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engagement arrangement. 



93 . (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 9 1 , wherein said connection 
arrangement includes first and second connectors to at least partially secure said support assembly 
to said frame mount assembly, said first connector at least partially positi o n e d in said at l e ast on e 
e ngagemen t ar r angement said and second conn e ctor connectors spaced from said at least one 
engagement arrangement. 

94. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 92, wherein said first and 
second connectors connector includes a include removable pin pins . 

95. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 93, wherein said first and 
second connectors connector includ e s a include removable pm pins .

102. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 100, wherein said leg 
support adjustably elevates said at least one end of said plow mount assembly from the ground. 

103. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 102, wherein said leg 
support is positionable between a retracted non-supporting position and an extended supporting 
position. 

(Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 88, including a wherein said 
lift mount assembly secured to said support assembly is detachablv connected to said plow mount 
assembly . 

(Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 101, including a wherein said 
lift mount assembly secured to said suppo rt ass e mbly is detachablv connected to said plow mount 
assembly . 

106. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim +64 88, wherein said lift 
mount assembly is permanently rigidly connected to said support assembly. 

107. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim +64 88> wherein said lift 
mount assembly includes first and second extension legs, said legs including a plurality of connector 
positions to adjustably position the height of a lift bar connected to said legs. 

1 08. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 1 05, wherein said lift mount 



assembly includes at least one auxiliary light connector designed to connect an auxiliary light to said 
lift mount assembly. 

109. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim +64 88, wher e in said lift 
mount assembly includes including at least one auxiliary light connector designed to connect an 
auxiliary light to said lift mount assembly. 

110. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 88, including a snowplow 
blade connect e d to said plow mount ass e mbly, wherein said snowplow blade includes a flexible 
deflector flap secured to a top edge of said plow blade and extending downwardly from said top 
edge. 

111. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 1 08, including a snowplow 
blade connected to said plow mount assembly, wherein said snowplow blade includes a flexible 
deflector flap secured to a top edge of said plow blade and extending downwardly from said top 
edge. 

112. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 88, wherein said plow 
mount assembly includes a skid plate designed to contact a ground surface when plowing snow from 
the ground surface, said skid plate adjustably extendable toward said ground surface. 

113. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 111, wherein said plow 
mount assembly includes a skid plate designed to contact a ground surface when plowing snow from 



the ground surface, said skid plate adjustably extendable toward said ground surface. 

1 14. (Previously Presented) A snowplow blade mount assembly mountable on a vehicle 
comprising a frame mount assembly having a connection arrangement, a support assembly having 
a connection end, and a plow mount assembly having including a frame structure that is designed 
to be connected to said support mount assembly at a support connection end and a snowplow blade 
at a plow connection end, said support mount assembly designed to at least partially support a lift 
mount assembly that is devised to at least partially lift said plow mount assembly, said frame mount 
assembly designed to be substantially non-detachably mountable to a frame at a front end of the 
vehicle without connection to a front bumper of the vehicle, said frame mount assembly positioned 
substantially below a bottom level of the front bumper; and behind a front surface of the front 
bumpe r, and substantially fully posi t ioned under the front e nd of the vehicle wh e n mount e d to the 
vehicl e, said connection end at a front portion of said support assembly detachably connected to the 
connection arrangement of said frame mount assembly, said connection arrangement at least partially 
positioned below the bottom level of the front bumper and substantially posi t ioned und e r th e front 
end of the vehicle, said connection arrangement fully securing said support assembly to said frame 
mount assembly, said connection arrangement including at least one engagement arrangement and 
a plurality of connectors positioned forwardly of the at least one engagement arrangement, at least 
two of said connectors connecting said support assembly to said frame mount assembly, said at least 
one engagement arrangement designed to receive at least a part of the front portion of said support 
assembly and to at least partially limit movement of said support assembly relative to said fame 
frame mount assembly when said support assembly is secured by said connection arrangement, said 
pl o w m o unt assembly including a leg support designed to elevate said support conn e ction end at 
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least a portion of said plow mount assembly from a ground surface when said connection aid of said 
support assembly is detached from said connection arrangement of said frame mount assembly while 
said plow mount is connected to said support assembly or wh e n said support connection end is 
detached from said support assembly , said support connection end of said plow mount assembly 
pivotally conn e cted connectable to said support assembly and spaced forwardly from said conn e ction 
arrangement of said frame mount assembly wh e n said support ass e mbly is connected to said frame 
mount ass e mbly , said plow mount assembly detachablv connectable to said support assembly to 
enable said plow mount assembly to be disengaged from the vehicle without having to partially or 
fully disconnect said support assembly from said frame mount assembly . 

115. (Currently Amended) The assembly as defined in claim 114, wherein said leg support 
adjustably elevates said conn e ction end at least a portion of said snow plow mount assembly from 
the ground.

117. (Previously Presented) The assembly as defined in claim 115, wherein said leg 
support is positionable between a retracted non-supporting position and an extended supporting 
position.
